Now, leſt we ſhould not have ſtrength to come up 
to that (tric CircumſpeRion ſuch a Profeſſion requires to the honour- 
ing of it ; we hide our Light, pr not our hand to the work, our Light 
would lead us to, fit (till ont of a fear of our owa weakneſs and infirmities: 
this is a ſubtile Temptation, 47d refined Snare of the Evil One, He 
that hath had experience of this Evil can tell you, that 't 15 of aperni- 
cious nature : zt a9t ozly clearly ſpeaks forth a ſecret liking of, aud un- 
willingneſs to part with, ſome Beloved Sin, that ſuch a degree of own- 

ing Truth wowld neceſſitate the mortifying of ; but by this means, every 
Sin, that Nature is propentſe to, ge:s 4 greater latitude to exerciſe it 
ſelf in the whole Man ; Corruptions grow ſtrong and ſtout, and rhe 
Man careleſs, by a miſ-uſe of that Word that tells him, That is Lawful 
and Convenient for him, which i Net for another to do + and this 
hinders that Fellowſhip and Communon with the Father and the Soy, 


through the Spirit, which otherwayes he might attain unto, This t of

Look over all 
the Scriptures that relate the ſad Condition of iftrefled Jacob, 'axd 
ſee how unkindly Ged takes this kind of dealing at the hands of any he 
finds thus exerciſing themſelves ; and how Severely he threatens to deal 
with them: kaew of a Truth, that before the VV heel of Affliction bath 
turned round, it ſhall teach you alſo ; end,tt may be, the heavielt Spoak 
may li ht on you. This Sin 1s of theſame nature with.that, the Lord 
was ſo wrath with, Amos 6. 1. (and ſo ento the 7th verſe) VVo to 
them (ſaith God ) that are at Eaſe in Sy, &c. --But they are not 
grieved for the AﬀiStion of Joſeph ; Therefore now ſhall they go 
Captive with the firlt that go Captive. Haw uncomly ard unna- 
tural a thing is it for him that profefles to participate of the New Na- 
ture, to make the Rule and Standard of his Valuation of, and Reſpe& 
to, his Brother (and ſo 1t rs leſſe or more, according to) his Enjoyment 
of the Good things of thzs life ! I am ſure the Apoſtle James abhorrtd 
this (Jam. 2.2, 3, 4, 5,.6. ) and upon this acconnt as well as upon any 
other, he cryes ( Chap, 5..1.) Goto now,. ye Rich men, (Rich Pro- 
feſſors, for to ſuch he writ ) Weep and Howl for your Mileries that 
ihall come upon you.

ence to the Command of God by his Servant the Prophet) in a way of 
Tuſtice, he walking in the ſame path of wickedneſs, is required act

THAL PRIDE. How contrary this is to the Lord in all Ages, at al 
times, 1 need not mention ; the Scriptures are full in expretſion of it- 
Therefore, much more at ſuch a time as this, when his deſign 1s, to be 
ALONE exaited ; againſt wnich, zo S197 ſets it ſelf ſo mxch in oppoſs- 
tos as this, This Sin ſo extreamly w#firs Jacob

Fourthly, And the laſt I ſhall mentionis, CARNAL Mizded- 


neſs - 
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dedneſs, Carnaiity of Spirit : And this I would expatiate a little upon, 
becauſe it is the molt Spiritual Evil, and ſo needs the greateſt battery 
aint it, 

The Carnal miad of the Natural man, who's after the fleſh, is enmity ® 
againſt God , for it is not ſubject tothe Law of God, neither indeed cau be, © 
( Rom.8. 5, 7. ) this brings Death to him, ( v. 6. ) And the .preva- Þ 
lent remaiuders of this Carzal-m adedaeſs, in the Lords own people , 
uzfits nem for the Lords work,, makes them nzcapable of dorag 1t, of 
being uſed in it: for this keeps them trom being ſubject ro the Law 
of God, the Rate of the Lord by which he will ſquare his work: 
which he hath ſaid, he will Magnify, and make Homrable, ( Ia. 42. 
21, ) By this we comme to Dye, and to be Dead to the Work of God : 
If we would livggto the Work of the Lord, we mult be Spiritually mind- 
ed ; to be ſpiritual! minded is Life and Peace, (ver. 6.) this is that mult 
enable Facob totake root, and Iſrael to bloſſome, and bud, aud fill the Face 
of the World wuth fruit. Carnal-mindedzeſs is Death to Jacob, byair 
he becomes as a withered branch, bringing forth no fruit to the Lord : 
for Wile he is in that mind, . he 1s zo: , neither can he be ſubject 
to the Law of his Work, 

This Carzality of ſpirit, reſpe&ts either, Natural worldly fleſh , as 
Paul tels,us, Rom.S. minding the things of the fleſh, this world, and 
the good things thereof ; Which are not of the Father, but of the 
VVorld ; for all that is inthe V Vorld, The luſt of the fleſh, the laſt 
of rhe Eyes, and the Pride of Life,ts not of the Father,but of the World : 
which whoſoever loves, the love of the Father #5 not in him, (x Joh.2, | 
I5, 16, ) of which, the Apoſtle Paul faith, the world 15 crucified to | 
me, and I untothe world , ( Gal. 6. 14. ) otherwiſe he could not ©Z 
12ve been an Apoſtle of Chriſt, Or, it reſpets 

Relrgious fleſh ; ſuch a frame of Spirit in matters of Rel1gion, and 
Iarſhip , as is Fleſhly and Carnal ; The more groſs of this Sort , the 
Apoſtle Pau! complains of, as thoſe that would make a fair ſhew 1x 
the Fleſh, that they might glory wmthe Fleſh ; and that to this #aworthy 
end, to avoid perſecution for the Croſſe of Chriſt, ( Gal, 6, 12, 13.) 
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But ( ſaith he ) God forbid, that I ſhould Glory , ſave in the Croſs of our b r 
Lord Jelus Chriſt, by whom the world #5 crucified unto me , and I unto 7 y 
the world , ver 14. )This was Pauls frame of ſpirit, and ſuch ouly are 3. . 


fi: Chriſtians for Chriſts ſervice : There are amore refined ſort of theſe 
Carnal-minded Chriſtiazs ; to cure whom, the Apoſtle Paul takesa jk f 


a great deal of paizs, in his three firſt Chapters of: his firſt Epiſtle to. | 
the Corriaihians, to the 8th, verſe of the fourrh Chapter : Theſe Co- K t: 
rinthians F; 
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rinthians were Chriſtians of ſuch a high pitch , of ſuch high attain- 
ments, as the Apottle ſaith of them, every thing Je are enriched, in 
all Utterance, and 1n all Knowledge, ſo that ye come behind in no giſt, 
waiting for the coming of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt: Notwithſtanding all 
this, they are yet Carnal ; I could not ( faith he ) ſpzakwnto you as nnto 
Spiritual, but as unto Carnal, for yeare yet Carnal, 

See what Fruit this Carnal frame of Spirit brought forth in theſe 
Corinthians , and thn we ſhall know whar it zs to be Carnal; tobe a 
Carnal Chriſtian, 5 

1. PRIDE: Proud boaſting of their attainmenxts , a ptfhng 1 p 
in the concett of their own Opinon, to be more truth, and higher 
truth than others ; vainly g/ory1g in that wherein they differ'd trom 
others, as if they receiveditnot, but had it of themſelves, and from 
themſelves ; exalting themſelves above their Brethren, as fl, and 
rich, reigning as Kings ; looking upon themſelves as w1/e, as ſtroxg, 
as honorable ; whilſt others ( yea Apoſtles themſelves) are accounted 
fooliſh, and weak, and are deſpiſed, and that by themſelves ; judged of 
of them. This the Apolile tells them of, and rebukes them for ( Chap. 
4. 3:6, 7,8, and 10,werſes) A Spiritual mind would never have 
brought ſuch Fruit, but this was the fruit of their Carnallity - by 
this Carnal wiſdom ( the Apoſtle tels them) they deceived themſelves ; 
if we will indeed become wiſe, we mult deny oar ſelves in this , and 
become fools, that we niay be wiſe : this is but the worlds wiſdom , 


" which is van ard fooliſh with the Lord ; therefore let none olory with 


this glorying, Chapt. 3. 15, 19, 20, 21, verſes, 
2. ENVY. Iam for Paz, ſaithone ; 1am for Appollo, ſaith an-

truth, as the higheſt attainment ; Striving and contending about, whoſe 
Parts, and Gifts are moſt deſerying, and Worthy of honour , tay be fol-

Tahis Fruit a Caraal miad brings forth ; thoſe who are Sp.ritual (as 
Pazx!, and others ) brought forth betrer Frait, giving every one ther 
Dae : Chriſt his Dae, and his Miniſters their De, and every memoer 
of the Body its Dae, notwithſtanding the Differences wherein every 
M2mber Difered from another ; by this, keeping the Body perfect- 
ly joined together. Paul being Sp:ritual tells them, he planted, and 
Apollo watered, but God gave the increaſe : and that,neither he that 
lanteth, nor he that watereth1s any thing, but God is all, he 15 to 
Mt the honour of all (Chap, 3. '6, 7. ) He tells them alſo, tha 
Chriſt cannot be D:41ded ; he is not for thoſe thatare for Apollo,more 
than for them, thatare for Paw , nor for any.party of them, 1n<con- 
traliftion to the reſt ; though by this their Carzal Spirit, they.would 
Divide him into Parts and Parties, He tels them further, ttt they 
were to be only for him, who was crucified for them, and into whoſe 


Naine they were Baptized: This 15 the true import of the words,Chap. - 


1, 13, aud If, verſes, 
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$5. VVALKING LIKE MEN: Are ye not Carnal, and 


walk as Men ? the works of the Fleſh, of the fleſhly Man, of the Mer 
of the VYorld , are Hatred, Variance, Emulation, VVrath, Strife,Se- 
dition, Envy, and ſuch like, ( Gal.5.\ 19,20, 21. ) Now while we 


walk thus Carnally,we walk like Men, ſuch Mev, the Men of the world ; 


not as Chriſtians, as thoſe that are Spirit#ual , that have the Spirit of 

Chriſt in them + For they that are Chrifts, have crucified the Flejh, with 

the Aﬀettions, and' Luſts thereof ; if we live i the Spirit , let ws alſ9 

walk, 1n the Spittt ; let w45 not be deſirons of vain-glory , provoking one ans- 
ther, enuyng one another, 24, 25, 26. verſes. 

6. UNFITNESS rv» receve ſuch Truths; a mak;zo them not 
able to bear ſuch diſcoveries of God and Chriſt, and his Glory , as Chriſt 
hath grven him from the Father, to diſcover unto, and beſtow upon his Peo- 
ple. 1 conld not ſpeak unto you, as unto Spiritual , but as unta Carnal, 
even as unto Babes in Chrift : I have fed you with Milk, and not with 
Meat, for hitherto ye were not able to bear it ; netther yet , now ere je 
able, for ye are yet Carnal, ( Chap. 3+ 1, 2,3.) Theſe Corinthians,thar 
were enriched in all atterance,and all kyowledge, that came behind in 
»o gift, are yet Carnal ; which hinders them, that they cannot ( as the 
Apoſtles did ) with ope face, behold,as in a Glaſs,the Glory of the 
Lord; and be ( as they were ) changed into the iame [mage from 
Glory to Glory, even as by the Spirit of the Lord ( 2 Cor. 3, 18.) No, 
by this Carral:ty of mind, they become as Babes, not able to bear ſtrong 
meat ,and ſo not fit for ſtrong work; that VYVork, which to exable his 
people to do, its abſo/utely neceſſary, that the Lord vive unto them 
ſuch a full and /arge diſcovery of himielf, as this Carzality of ſpirit will 
not admit them to receive.

fully prepared to meet the Lord, be waiting for his coming, and 
be yet Carnal : But it hinders receiving of Grace, it keeps

This Same thing,this Sameize(s of mind, and this Samereſs of Tudgement, 
which the Apotle exhorteth, and beſeeches them to, cannot ve thar, 
nor in that, Which any oze of theſe Parties ſtrove for , againlt the other, 
that wherein any of them Differed from the other : for he rebukes them 
all fox their Striving for, and their vain glorying in that wherein they 
Difered : He takes not Part with any Ore of their Opiz10z5,nor Wates, 
but keeps cloſe to his own Way, and his own Judgement ; which was 
indeed that,which he had Planted them 1n,and upon ; from the Srmpli-

This Sam:Thizg,is even Preſſing towards the Mark, waiting 
patiently and tenderly , when God ſhill reveal even this, to choſe , 
Wo in any thing are 9herwiſe minded. 

This evil of Carzali:ry, 1s that of which the Lord ſo A#ettionate!y 
complains in tenderneſle and pitty towards his poor Flock ; and for 
whica he ſo ſharply deals with, and Fudges the guilty, Exch. 34. 17, 
18, I9, 20, 21, 22. verſes. And as for you, O my Flock, this [aith 
the Lord God, Behold, I judge between Cattle and Cattle,between the Rams, 
and the He-goats. Seemeth it a ſmall thing unto you, to have eaten 1 7 
the good Paſture, but ye must tread dow with your feet the rejfidue of your 
Paſtures ? And to have druak, of the deep waters, but you mu5t foul the 
reſide with your feet? Aud as for my,Flock,, they eat that which ye have 
trodden with your Feet ; aad they driak, that which ' you have forted 
with your Feet : Therefore thus ſaith the Lord God unto them, Be- 
hold 1, even 1 will judge between the fat Cattle, and between the !r ar 
Cattle ; becauſe you have thruSt with fide, and with ſhoulder, and puivr all 
the diſeaſed with your Horns , till ye have ſcattered ther abroad t There - 
fore will I ſave my Flock, and they ſhall zo more ve a prey , and will juds 
between (attle aud Cattle. How neatly this Scripture concerns us , 4 
due conſideration of the whole of it, Will quickly make ts ſen/ib'r. 
Here are ſuch proud tramplings of the Paſtures , ſuch envious Pudling 
in the Waters ; that though the Paſtures of Gods houie are 9004 Pa- 
ſtares, yet they are made as zot ſo ; though the #aters of the SanAuary 
are deep Waters, yet they are fouled , that the poor Leaz 95 the Flock 
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( thoſe who are hungring and thirſting after the fat things of Gods 
honſe ) are forced if they will have any food, any relief to ſatisfie their 
weary and thirſty Souls , to feedupon that, which the fat Cattle (thoſe 
who are full and rich in Gifts and Parts, and Hich attainmencs , as 
theſe Coriathians were } have tiodden down, and drizk that which 
they have fouled with ther feet ; tneir C arral, uncomely, unbrotherly 
walkings, Hereare ſuch wrathful ſtrivings, and Puſhiags of the ſtrong 
Catile agarzſt the poor ciſeaſed Carile, and the poor weak Lambs of 
the Flock, that they are ſcattered abroad : This the Lord takes very 
much to heart : Seemzeth this a ſmall thing unto you, ſaith he 2 I have 
given you good Paſtures, enouga to feed my whole Flock; and I have 
given you deep Waters, ſufficient for my whole Flock to drink of : And 
now, through Pride,do you think then not w6thy toeat in my Paſtures, 
and to drink of my Waters, ( which I have provided for them, as well 
as for you ) and ſo, what your ſelves cannot eat, you tread dows, and. 
what yo cannot drink, you fou/ with your Feet : If you cannot keep 
them from it, yet by your Carzal uncomly Walk;ng, you cauſe their 
Souls even to loath my good Paſinres, and my deep Waters: and1 
have Lambs, and Lean,and Sick and Brokes Cartle in my Flock ; and 
&o you proudly and exviouſly ſtrive againſt theſe, to keep them out of 
my good Paſtures, and from my deep Waters, that I have given them 
to feed upon and drink of, as well as you ? Do you thruſt with Side 
and Shoulder, and puſh with your Horns , theſe poor needy ones , till ye 
have ſcattered them abroad, as if they were not of my Flack, did not 
belong to my Fold > Know, ſaith the Lord, if this ſeem a ſmall thing 
unto you , 1t doth not ſo unto me : Iwilljulge of theſe matters, I will 
feek, that which was loft by you , by your proxd diſeſteem of them, not 
looking after them ; and bring again that which was driven away by 
you, by your Exzvions ſtriving againlt them; and bizd up that which was 
Broken, by your thruſting with Side and with Shoulder, and the Puſhes 
of your Horns; and that which 15s ſick, will I frengthen : Thus will 
i deal with them whom you deſpiſe; but you, the Far and the ſtrong, 
inat Wcrk this mſchief tm my Flock, 1 will deſlroy, I will feed you 
with fTudgement, Ver, 1G, 

By this time ( I ſuppole ) it plainly appears , how dangerons and 
Permtions this Evil 15 toa Chriſtian ; yea, that its ſo ſubril,1o curious a 
refined Spirit, that 1t many times enters into, and dwels in the Rich- 
eſt Chrifiians, Chiiltians of the higheſt attainments in Gifts and Parts, 
Theſe Corenthians were enriched in every thing, ina'l Htterance,and all 
Knowledge, coming behind in no Gift ; and that waich adds to own 
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into the Wounds of ſmning and aiſtreſſed Jacob,. &c. 2k 


they were waiting for the coming of the Lord Jeſs Chriſt : yet theſe 

kept not themſelves free from this evil frame of Spirit, It's only the

great diſpleaſure of the Lord, againlt this Si, rhis Carzatity of Spitir, 
which biings forth Proud-boaſtiags, varn-gloryiags , Which brings forth 
Exvy, Which brings forth Strife, which brings torch D/viſjons, whict 
cauies to walk as men, and which lo unfits for higher Communioz and 
fellowſhip with the Lord, than at preſent is attained, and for higher 
and more N»ble work, , than at prelent the Chriſtian is exerciſe 7 : 
cauſing an izability to feed upon ſtrong Meat, and ſo to do ſtrong work ; 
that till Chriſtians are cured of this D:/femper, they cannot become a 
fit Inſtrument in the hand of God, to do his great Work, 

How far Chriſtians ( poor ſimmng Jacob) at this day, have been and

built upon this true Foundation) are ſo far from being to be caſ? off (as

26.12, ) Sceſt thou aman wiſe in his own 
conceit ? there is more hope of a Fool than of him : So it's as true, 
there's more hope of a meer Natural man, that never knew what be- 
longs to making a Profeſſion of the Name and worthip of God ; than 
of ſuch a one, whoſe Opinion, or Way, or Judgement , are his Heart 
Idols; Let himaloze, ſauh God, 1 will aaſwer him( deal with him ) 
by my ſelf, and that ſo, as ye ſhall know that 1 am the Lord, ( Ezek.14. 
7, 8,) None can deal with ſuch, but the. Lord , and he deals with 
ſuch a People by terrible things, mtterly aboliſhing the Idols, that the 
Lord alone may be exalted, See Iſa.

4. Covetouſneſs, which is Idelatry, ( Col. 3. x5 ) This is another 
part of the #xclear thing, which mult be ſeparated from,and not touch- 
ed with, This Sin was then, of ſuch an «aclean Nature, that it cauſed 
the Lord, ( who was among them, and in the midft of them) to with- 
draw from Iſrael, upon which they fell before their Enemies ; neither 
would the Lord be with them, till they had cleanſed themſelves by 
ſeparating from it, ( Joſhua 7, 1. and 12, verſes ) It was Covetouſneſs 
made Achay put forth his hand to the accarſed thing , and to Real from 
the Lord part of his due, that he had co-ſecrated to his uſe ( as appeais 
by ver. 11. compared with Chapter 6. 18. ) And the ſame that the 
Lord OW tans to himſelf iz that day , he hath ſaid , he will again 
conſecrate to himſelf in theſe laſt daies, When S1oz ſhall ariſe and threſh, 
and beat 1n pieces many People, ( Mich. 4.13.) and he will as Ute 
bear with it, in his People now as then. for this is One of Babylons 
Sias, for Which the Lord Jadges her, ( Jer.5

Chriſt hath Yials full of wrath, to pour out upon the Earth - But 
he will pour them out, by Argels cloathed in pure and White linen , 
having their Breaſts girded about with Goldez Girdles (Rev. 16, ) The 
Lord will deſtroy Babylon ; bur he will do it by his Saxttified snes,ſuch 
as rejoice in his Highneſs, ( E/a. 13. 3. ) Chriſt hath a People that 
ſhall Reign with him , but they mult firſt ſuffer with him, ( 2 Tim. 2, 
12, ) If Chritts Wiinefles will aſcend up to Heaven, as Chriſt did , 
they muſt firſt be conformable to his Death, ( Rev. 11, ) If it were 
neceſſary that Chriſt himſelf, though he were a Son, ſhould learn obe- 
dience by the things which he ſuffered, ( Heb. 5.8.) much more will 
it appear zeceſſary, that we ſhould through ſuffering learn to obey thoſe 
commands, which God 1n theſe laſt dates hath laid upon his people, 
as his will they ſhould do, which are ſo contrary to fleſh and blood, 
and hard for it to bear. And if it Became the Captain of our Salvati- 
01, to be made Perfett through Suffering, ( Heb. 2. 10. ) how much 
more Becoming 1s it, .that his Followers, his Members, ſhould goe on 
to Perfeition through the ſame Path of Sufferings? hence tis, that 
the

How far what hath{beez dove , and vefaln 1 in our daies , doth 
confirm this ; lt the Seeing Eje, aud undertanding Heart judg2, 
I thall give but cne i»/fazce more to confirm the Potion, and thatis, 
Num. 23. 21. aud 22, verſes. He hath not beheld [mquity 11 Jacod, 
neither hath he ſeen Perverſneſs in Iſrael jheLord hizGod i with him, and 
the ſhout of a King 15 among them: Surely there is ns inchant ment agaiuſt 
Jacob, neither is there any DFvination agaiaſt Iſrael;according toT HIS 
TIME, ſhall be ſaid of Jacod,and of Iſrael ; What hath God wrought? 
the Sinning rebellions of Jacob was Judged , Died in the Wilderneſs ; 
but this Aw. 487 God upon him, having Pxrged Jacob from his 
Tuiquity, and taken away his Sn ; that the Lord, beholds not imguty 14 
Jacob, ether ſees perverſneſs in Iſrael : but they are brought into a 
Purified, humble,Obedient State; According ta THIS TIME nr "oY ” 
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mnto the [Vounds of ſuning, and diſtreſſed Jacob, &c. 33 


ſaid of Facob, and of Iſrael, what hath God wrought > This is the Time, 
wherein they ſhall be Bleſſed with Bleſſings that men cannot reverſe, 
verſe 20, and no Inchantment nor Divination ſhall prevail againſt them :

If he Correft and Afi him ; it's in Love, in Meaſure, to Purge him 
from his /n1quity, that he may become Precious 1n his fight ; and then 
in the ſame Love that he Correfts him, he will give men for him, and 
People for his Life, (Ifa. 43. 4. ) God will deal in wrath with the Na- 
trons, 1 will make a full End of all the Nati::5, (Jer. 46.28, )but he laveth 
Facob;thaugh he Frowns,it's in Love;though he ſtrike it's in Leye;chough 
he v1/Irs ſo ſorely,that the Rod even threatens the Deſtruttion of Jacc9,yet 
it's Still in Love ; for though Jacob provokes the Lord to Command 
his Enemies, to go upon his Walls and Deſtroy;yet this Love gives them 
a Check, , their Meaſure, but make not a full End, ( Jer.. 10.) yea, + 
though Jacob's S:zs provekegthe Lord to make a Deſo/atio:: in the 
Land, his Leve.will not ſuffer him to make a full End; yet will I not 
make a full End, ſaith Jacobs Father, ( Jer. 4.27.) No, the Lord Lo- 
veth Jacob with an Everlaſting Love, If he Correft, if he 3mite,and 
that to the drawing of his Blood ; yet, it's not ro deſtroy, but it's only in 
Love, to Save him from his Si», and ſo from that Deſtiutlion his Siu 
would bring upon him. If the Lord be #rath , ſo that: he Hides his

So that here's the Great End of God in his Dealings with Jacob, that 
he may Fit him for,and ſo Beftow upon him E v@laſting kindneſs, Ever - 
laſting Mercy. 

Though the Lord in a /zrtle wrath againſt our fins, Afict ſo Sorety, 
Smite 10 Smartingly, that he ſeems as 1f he watched over us, to Pluck, 
»p, and to Breakdown, and to Throw down, and to Deſtroy, as he did his 
People of Old, ( Jer. 31. 28.) yet, it's in Much Mercy, Everlaſting 
Love, If that he may 

Cauſe them that come of Facob to take Root. 

Though he ſeems to Pluck, us up by the Roots, it's but to Tranſplant 
# into a Better Soil ; To cauſe Jacob to take Root : Hitherto Jacobs 
Seed have had little or no Rooreng, have only ſpread a little over the 
ſorface of the Earth ; but now when the Lord hath Parged and Clean- 
ſed, Lopped and Pruned Jacobs Plant, it ſhall takg Root; He will cauſe 
them that come of Facob to takg Root ; and ſuch Root too, as that all our 
Eremves (hall never be able to Pluck #4 up any more, for the Lord will 
watch over us to Root us and to Plant us. The ſame Mighty Arme,that 
hath Placke up all our Defences ; even then, when We could not believe 
zt poſſible (being lifced up and ſet on high)becauſe (1/a.

Eloquent Orator, | The ſame Mighty Arme of the Lord of Hoſts, that 

bath been, and ſtill 1s upon all rs. in the ”1dſt of ws, Plucking them up, 

and Beating them down with the Rod of þh#z Azger , ſhall put forth its 

. Almighty Power, in Rotting and Planting them that come of Jacob ; 

1 ſhall cauſe then that come of Jacob to take root ; and not only ſo, But 
Iſrael (hall Bloſſome and Bud. 

It's not a Bare taking Root, but ſuch a Rooting as ſhall bring forth a 
Blooming, Budding, Flourihing State ; though this Winter night of Aﬀi- 
ton, may cauſe Iſrael in appearance to be as a Withered Dead Tree , 
yet his Life ſhall appear in its Seaſoz, he ſhall Bloſſome and Bud ; 
{p:ing forth into a Flonriſhing State.

Iſraels Tree ſhall ſo flouriſh, ſo ſpread forth its Boughs,as that the 
Beats of the feild ſhall have ſhadow under them, and the Fowls of 
the Heaven ſhall dwellin them ; the fruit of the Tree ſhall be mxch , 
yea ſo much as it ſhall be meat for all, all fleſh ſhall be.

as Dead z yet when our $:» is done away, and our Intquities purged » We 
ſhall Ariſe ; though we be brought to dwell iz the Duſt , yet, we (hall 
Awake and Sing, our Dew ſhall be as the Dew of Herbs,( Ifa. 26. 19.) 
ſuch [fluences from Heaven thall deſcend down upon us , as that we 
= pring again, and Live and Floariſh, and fill the Face of the world 
with fruit, 

What Fruit this is, would require a /arge diſcourſe to tell; anlit 
not” being my work at this time to treat of, therefore I leave it. 

I ſhall only ſay this, That it's ſuch Fruit , ſuch excellent Fruit, of 
ſuch a Divine Natere, that it cauſes glorioms effebts, that men ſhall fear 
the Name of the Lord from the Weſt, and hus glory from the Riſing of the 
Sun ; the Spirit of the Lord by his Fr. as working, brings forth 
this fruit, Iſa;59.

-Having Frxed the Propheſy , and Opened it, and ſhewed the 
Cauſe and End of the Preſent Afﬀi:&:on : I would now draw a feiv ('on- 
cluſidns from the whole. 

I. That inthe Laſt Daies, at this Day , the Lord will uſe the ſame 
means to Parge, and Cleanſe, and Purifie his People, that he makgs uſe of 
to Deſtroy bus and their Enemies, Outward and Sore Aﬀlittions , Smuting 
and Slaymng, Death itſelf. Jacob the true Seed, Smites the Enemy 
to Deſtruition, and the Lord permits the Same Enemy to Smite =

that are ſlain by hum. It ſeems Jacobs Diſeaſe is ſo highly Plaretick, as 
the skilfulleſt Phyſitian in Heaven and Earth, can find no way to 
cure Facob of his Diſtemper, but by letting out his Blood, | 

3. The ſharpneſs of the Afﬀuittion, clearly ſhewes to Facob, the Has- 
nouſneſs of his $in, The tender Fathers of our fleſh, will not lay ſharp 
and Sore Corretons upon their Children,out for exceeding great Faulti- 
eſs: If we ſee a tender Father , whipping a beloved Child till the 
Blood ran down hisback; we ſay, ſurely that Child hath cemmitted 
ſome exceeding great fault, Much more may we ſay Jacob hath Sinned 
a Great Sin, When we fee the God of Facob , ( who is the Father of 
Mercies , Whoſe thoughts of Mercy are as far above our thoughts , as 
the Heavens are Higher than the Earth, ( 7/a. 55.9. ) when we ſee 
him) Smiting Facob , and Smiting him to Blood , that he even fains 
under his Correcting hand ; yea, ſo Sorely Aﬀtitting Jacob, that were 
it not meaſured out 1n meaſures of mercy ; did not the Lord in tender- 
neſs (as it were ) ſtand upon his watch, to put a ſtop to it when it 

comes to ſucha pitch, it would deprive poor Jacob of Being : This 
ſurely is an open Declaration of the ” 06D go Facob's Sin, Inacaſe 
like this, we have the Lord mzourmng over him, ( Hoſea 11.8.)

How ſhall I deliver thee Iſrael | How ſhall 1 
make thee as Admath ! How (hall 1 ſet thee as Leboim! mine heart ts

4. The continuance of this Sore and ſharp Diſpenſation , will be euther 
Lengthned or Shortned,according as Facob behaves himſelf- under it; as he 
#5 Obedient or Diſobedient to the voice of the Rod, ( Ifa. 1, 19, 20.) If 
ze be _— and obedient, ye ſhall eat the good of the Land ;, but if you re-

Deliverance is fixed to no Time, but only to the Time of our Turnn 
from our Sin; the ſooner we Turn from it, the ſoover we ſhall be Sa- 
ved ;_ till we turn from it, we ſhall not be Saved; for the Rod is 
brought upon our back toT#rz usfrom it; till which is done, it will zo:

ng From hence we may behold , The Exceeding Riches of the

21.) yet through this dark, cloud of diſ- 
pleaſure , he manifeſts a Fathers Love, to uphold the drooping Spirits 
of Sinning F acob ; In meaſure when it ſhooteth forth , thou wilt PL 3s with 
it, #c, as ifthe Lord had ſaid, Fear not Jacob,though I deal ths harp- 
ly with thee ; know it's only to Purge, and Cleanſe thee from thine 1z:- 
quities and Sin; to Cut out the remainders -of that rotten Core of Imi- 
quity that is in thee; to Laxce thoſe Bulls of Corruption , that are yet in 
thy fleſh unbroken ; this Szmiting and Cutting Diſpenſation, ſhall pro- 
ceedno farther.

; though the whole Land be deſolate , yet will 1 nat 


makes a full end; though I command the Enemy to goe upon thy Walls and 


deſtroy, yet not to make a full End: yea, in thoſe dates ſaith the Lord, 1 
will not make a full End with you. Though theſe Scriptures ſpeak but Co- 
laterally to us, yet they ſpeak as fully, and as ſtrongly tous, as they did 
to them in the ſame Condition: For if the Lord under the Old-T efta- 
ment eAdminſtration, bore ſo Much Love to his Servant Facob , as not 
ro ſuffer the puniſhment of his Sin to make a full End of him in that 
day ; much more will he not ſuffer the puniſhment of our Iniquities to 
make a fil End of us, in this day of the puniſhment of our tranſMeſſions, 
under the New-T eftament Admnſtration..

He flayeth his Rongh-wind in the 
Day of the Eaſt-wind : Though'our S:z and Perverſneſs 
init, compel the Lord ( for our Good ) to ſuffer the Þ [ſa. 10. 24, 
+ Aſſrtan ro Smte us With a Red, and to lift up his 25, 26. Dewr. 
Staff againFt us after the manner of Egypt ; yet faith 32.37,41,42, 
the Loxd, O my People be not afraid of the Aſſyrian, 43. verſes. 
for yet a very little while, and the Indignation ſhall ceaſe, 
and mine anger in their Deſtruttion : The Lord of Hoſts ſhall ſtir up a 
Scourge for [ m,according tothe Slaughter of Midian,at the Rock:of Oreb; 
and as his Red was uport the Sea, ſo thall he lift  »p after the manzer 
of Egypt. Though we by our Scubborneſs force the Lord to affift w after 
the manner of Egypt, to Purge us, and Cleanſe us from that which keeps 
us from him, and him from us ; to do which, his Glory engages him : 
yet when that is done, as our Afton 18,ſo thall our Delrverance be, 
after the manner of Egypt; a ſtronger hand ſhall come to Deliver us than 
came to Afﬀiict us. What though the Aſſyr:an our Enemy think not ſo, 
but exalt himſelf ſaying, where are their Gods ? their Rock in whans they 
truſted ? The T.ord ſaith, If F whet my glittering Sword, and mize haad 
take hold of Fudgement ; Iwill render vengeance to my Enemies , and will 
reward thens that hate me ; 1 will make mine Arrowes drunk with Blood, 


( and 
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( and my Sword ſhall devour fleſh ) and that with the blood of the ſlain, and 


of the captives from the beginning of revenges upon the Enemy: Rejoice O 
ye Nations with his People, for he will avenge the blood of his Servants, - 
and will render vengeance ts his adverſaries, and will be merciful to his 
People. 

s Lt us not ſay with Gideon (Judg. 6,13.) If the Lord be with ws, 
why then 1s all this befaln us ? Now the Lord hath forſaken us, and de- 
Iivered us into the hand of the Midriawirtes, But as our Lord Je- 
ſus Chriſt ſaid of himſelf to his Diſciples, ( Luke 24. 26. ) Ought not 


' Chrilt roy have ſuffered theſe things, aud ſs to enter into his Glory ? So 


Conlider all the Prophefies in the O/d and New-Teſtament, that con- 
cern theſe laſt Dares, and then judge whether the body of Chr:ſt, his 
Members, Diſtreſſed Facob, at this Day, ought not to ſuffer theſe things, 
to undergoe this Trial,the Refiners Fire, the Fullers Sope, the Smutings 
and Slayings of their Enemies now at /aft, to fit them for Glory, If this 
be the way through which Chriſt entred into his Glory, ſurely his Mem- 
bers, his Followers, muſt enter the ſame way into their Glory, Yea- 
this is the Great End wherefore the Lord is Afi: ing Jacob, that he 
may become glorious, with ſuch a Glory, as may Deſerve,and upon which 
he will Create a Defence, ſuch a Defence, as fhall never be . ay away , 
as all their Ezemres ſhall never be able to rob them of. And the Loxd 
is Waiting the Time, wherein he may be thus Gracroms ; he deſires 0n- 
ly our pr in gement of our Sins, and then he will work his Great 
Work, ,( Fer.

ward,declare the G! ory of the Lord, glorify the Name of the Lord God 
of Iſrael, in or among whom ſhall be Salvation. But if thoy wilt not, but 
doſt refuſe and rebel ; know of a truth ths preſent Afﬀfiiction,ſhall devour 
thee : If the Hearts of the Fathers, and Children in Jacob, will be Rill 
ſtubborn againſt , and not be rarned to each other ; the Lord will Curſe 
inſtead of Bleſs, the mouth of the Lord hath ſpoken it ; the G/ory of the 
Lord is engaged in it. Know of a truth, that till you come into your 
Cleanſed, Undefiled Hmted Sate,you will not be a fit Inftrument for the 
Lords Werk, Surely, Jeſus Chriſt had much of this in his Eye, when 
he prayed ſo earneſtly to his Father, that they all might be + One ; not 
_ only his then D»ſc:ples, but thoſe alſo that ſhould Be- 
lieve on him, through their word; and that he would +Foh. 17.20, 
eve ſo great aprice for it, as the Glory which the Fa- 21, 22, 23, 
ther gave him : and that he ſhould lay ſo much Streſs werſes 
upon this, as that which is Ieceſſary, to make it marn- 
feſt to the World, that he was Sent of God, and that God beats the 
Same Love to his People that he doth to Him. 

I ſhall conclude this Diſcourſe, with this Word.

And now who would net rather chooſe the Trouble of this Day, the : 
very Wilderneſs of this Wilderneſs State, than the Seremity and Glory ; 


which the Children of this world are drowned in ; which ſhall be conſu- 
med by the burning, like the burning of a fire, which the Lord of Hoſts, 


the Light of the Holy one of Iſrael, ſhall kindle under it, 
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O thing can Provoke the God of Jacob ( the God and Father of 
Mercies ) to throw him into the Furnace of Aﬀiftion , and to 


pour doyn his Fary upon him, but ſuch a degree of $:z, as Will either 


( being let alone) Deſtroy Facob , ſeperate him from his God ; or 
Deprive God of his Glory, even the Glory of thoſe Great and Wonderful 
things he hath done for his Facob ; and even then, when he is thus pro- 
voked to deal with him in wrath and anger, his Eternal Love, 1s at 
the Bottome of all, to draw Faceb Neerer to himſelf, and to make hin 
the People of his Praiſe and Glory : 1 have Refined thee , but not with 
Silver ; I have Choſen thee inthe Furnace of Aﬀittion, for mine own ſake, 
even for mine own ſake will I do it : For how ſhould my Name be Polluted ? 
and 1 will not give my Glory to another,(Iſa, 48. 10,11.) Therefore it 15, 
that when theſe Effetts are wrought , the Lord ſo often ſpeaks of 
Burning the Rod wherewith he Corretts them , and puniſhing thelr 
Perſecutors, and Affiftors. : 

Now that the Dealings of th Lord with us, may not ſeem too hard 
nor diſcouraging , but juſt and righteons, and full of Grace and Love. 1 
would mind you of two Scriptures;the firlt is, Nam. 14.from 20.t0 26. 

And the Lord ſaid , have pardoned according to thy word ; But as truly 
a I live, all the Earth ſhall be filled with the Glory of the Lord ; becauſe 
all thoſe men which have ſeen my Glory , and my Miracles, which 1 did 
in Egypt,and in the Wilderneſs,and have tempted we now theſe ten times, 
and have not hearkzed to my woice ; ſurely they ſhall not ſee the Land, 
which 1 ſware unto their Fathers ;neither ſhall any of them which provoked 
me ſee it, but my ſervant Caled ; becauſe he had another Sp:rit with hins 
{1 hath followed me fully, ) him will I bring into the Land , whereints 

e went, and his Seed ſhall poſſeſs it. (Now the Amalekites, aud the Ca- 
naanites dwelt :n the Valley.) Tomorrow turn you ,and get you into the 
wilderneſs, by the way of the Red Sea. : 

We find theſe Children of Iſrael in the 777/deyneſs, very near Cana» 
an, very neer their jourmes End, When theſe words were ſpoken 
unto them. They were very neer going out of their Wandering Wilder- 
neſs State, into Canaan a ſetled happy Conditios, ſetled upon ihe Lords 
Foundation; but their unbelief brought forth Rebellion againſt th: Lord 
and his Meſlengers (Caleb azd Foſhuah) which hurryed them back in- 
to their Wilderneſs State, by the way of the Red Sea ; the ſame way, by 
which they came out of Boxdage, that muſt be the way now , by which 
they return into Miſery, Theſe words are the Lords a»{wer roMoſes, 
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upon his [zterceſſion on behalf of Provoking Iſrael. God had ſaid in 
his Wrath he woi:ld Smte this People, and Diſiaherit them, and make 
of Moſes a greater and a mightier Nation than they ; but upon Moſes 
his Earneſt Interceſſion ( who was th Mediator of that outward Cove- 
nant, tha: was b2tween the Lord and this People, as a N: 1on ) the 
Lord is Pac'fied, he grants him his rc ett as far as would itind with 
his Glory; ſaith the Lord, I have pa aoned according to thy word ; but 
as truly as IT live, all the earth ſhall be filled with the glory of the Lord, &c. 
as if he ſhould have ſaid, to ſpare all thts People, the Rebbels, as well 
as the [nnoceat; will not and with the Glory of my Name, thou ſo 
much pleadeſt to me ; but I will do fo, and fo, and by this means will 
I glorifie my Name, this Evil Congregation have D\ſpiſed, 

I would but take notice of a few things in the words, which I con- 
ceive are worth your obſerving. 

1, The SIN which thus provokes the Lord, It's no Commen Ordi- 
nary Sin, ( for ſuch Moſes their Mediator would have prevailed for 
pardon ; this People had Sinned again(t che Lord nine times before, 
and all that was pardoned ) but this Sz, is ſuch a Sz, as touches the 
Lords Glory, the Glory of his Name, that ae had gotten to himſelf, by 
all thoſe Woundrous Works he had done for them. It was Uybelief (to 
ſuch a D-gree'as was ) Deſpiſing the voice of the Lord , in the mouth of 
his faithful Witneſſes ; and running back towards Egypt, towards that 
State and (ondition , to Deliver them out of wich, the Lord had 
wrought ſo wonderfully; thereby deſpiſsng that Bleſſed State and Condition, 
the Lord had Promiſed, and was Ready to bring them into. This tou- 
ches the Eyes of Gods Glory to the quick , and brings down Devou- 
ring Tudgements upon their head. 

2. See their SAD CONDITION, their Sin brought them 
into. They carrot ſtand before therr Enemies , the Nation Curſed from 
the Lord, ( to be rooted out from having a being upon the face of the 
Earth ) - Amaleck drives them back into the Wilderneſs, and they muſt 
return by the way of the Red Sea,back towards Egypt:they would needs 


return to Egypt, wickedly ſaying, It were better for us to return to” 


Egypt , than to run through thoſe Straits , Dificulties and Dangers 
we muſt paſs through and overcome, if we get Canaan : Therefore 
ſaith the Lord, get you into the wilderneſs, by the way of the Red Sea ; you 
- have ſeen alittle of Canaan , ata diſtance ; now go look upon E- 

gypt, ſee the Difference ; that FEARED DEATH you would 
Run from, through your own Inventions, ſhall ſeize you in the VY- 
. derneſs, in your returning towards Egoypt ; that Condition , to Deliver 
you 
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you out of which, I have done ſuch Great things. Saith the Lord, you 

will not Believe me, though I confirmed my Promiſe to your Fathers 
wich an Oath ; and to perfſwade you to Be/:eve me, I ſhewed you my 
Glory, the Glory of my Power, and the Glory ot my Farthfulneſſe, in 
working Miracles in Egypt , for your Deliverance, and bearing with 
you theſe nine times in this Yi/derneſs, {till doing Woundrous Works 
before your Eyes,to convince you of the Folly of your anbelief, and of 
the Stability of my Promiſe : yet, you are {till 7empting of me, and this 
Temptation of yours doth ſo far Cloud my Glory,that I will not bear with 
it; but I will ſwear unto you, as traulyas 1 live ( ſaith the Lord )) as 
ye have ſpoken tn mine Eares , ſo will Tao to you, (verſ. 28, ) Will you 
Believe me now ? you ſay, you ſhall dye, and I will not Perform my 
Promiſe in giving you the Good Land, for there are ſo many Dan- 
gers, and great Straits, in the way to the poſletſion of it, that neither 
you nor I,are able to remove them, (this was the purport of their lan- 
ouage,) well ! ſaith God,ir ſhall be ſo,you ſhall be in the truth, though 
I be counted the lyar ; but beforeBbave done with. you, I will make 
you know my oreach of promiſe, ( veil. 34. ) in beariag your Iniquities , 
taſting the fruit of your fin; you ſhall know that it's Tos that have bro= 
ken theCovenant,zot 7;and that it's your $12 grown up to ſucha height, 
that it will ot conſiſt with the Glory of my Name ( that Glory which I 
have gotten to my ſelf by all thoſe Woundrous Works and Miracles, T 
wrought for your deliverance,and among you, while I have been lead- 
ing you through this Wilderneſs ) to ſpare you at this time , which 1s 
the Cauſe of your fall:ng ſhort of the Promiſe into Miſery, 

3. Gods END in all this ſeverity towards his Iſrael, is, The vix- 
dication of his Name, of his Glory : As truly as I live, all the Earth ſhall 
be filled with the Glory of the Lord : Glory, is the Great Ead the Lord 
propoſes to himſelf , in all his Works : Therefore it's no wonder he is 
ſo highly provoked when he ſees any about to Rob him of his Glo?y, The 
Lord had gotten himſelf a G/or:0u5 Name among the Heathen, by thoſe 
Great things, thoſe Wondrows Works, he had done ſor this People, and 
upon their Enemies for their fake ; and theſe #zbelreving Proveking 
Children, would make him /oſe all that Gloryby their uxbelief, and their 
going about to return to Egypt, that State and Condition,out of which 
the Lord had Delivered them by a Mighty Out-ſtretched Arme : This 
Provokes the Eyes of Gods Glory ; their Tongue, and their doings, 
were againſt the Lord, to the Provoking the Eyes of his Glory, ( 1/a. 
3. 8. )Jandhe ſhewes himſelf a Fealows God, ( for ſo he will be at ſuch 
a time, ) Twill be Jealous for my Holy Name, ( Ezek. 39.25. ) _ 

this 


| this Glory the Lord will not part with; I will not grue my Glory unto ano- 


ther, ( Iſa. 42. 8. ) This Choſen People, by their Rebcllion, and Great. 


#ybelief, would not ſuffer God to reap this Glory of his Name from 
them, nor by chem ; ſaith the Lord,7 will zot loſe it , for the Same Glo- 
ry of my Name, theſe deny to give unto me, will I have ( and fill the 
Earth with it , all the Earth ſhall be tilled with my Glory ) and that 
by their Deſtruttion , performing my Promiſe to my faithful follow- 
ers,and their Little Ones, whom their axbelief faith, thal become a Prey, 

The Lord is ſo Fealows of his Glory , leaſt it thould be given to any 
other; that, as he will bz prevariled with, to pardon every Si», but 
ſuch a Sin as Clouds hzs Glory, rather than deſtroy hs Choſen , ſo he 
will deſtroy all things, yea, part with hrs Choſen People, and deſtroy them 
(as to their being in this life ) rather than part with his Glory , that 
Great Fruit, he expe&as to reap from all his Great Works, both of Cor- 
reftion and Salvation, 

Now all theſe things happened unto them for enſamples, and they ave 
written for our eAdmonition, upon whom the Ends of the world are come : 
as the Apoſtle ſpeaks, ( 1 Cor, 10,11.) not only for the Corinthians, 
but for ovrs alſo, ups whom the Ends of the world are come. 

The ozner Scripture I would pur you 1n remembrance of, is, the 102 
Pſa/m, but eipectally,the 13,and 14. verſes, 

T hou halt ariſe, and have mercy upon Sion, for the time to favour her , 
yea, the ſer [ime 15 come: for thy ſervants take pleaſure in her Stones, and 
fatour the Duſt ihereof. 


That his Pralm treats of a very ſore Afﬀti&ing Day, tnat ſhall We- * 


fal the people of God, the whole of ic evidently demonſtrates : And 
that ic concerns vs 1n theſe /aſf? Dares, the Generations (of Sion then) to 
come, and the People ( then ) ot created ( not then broughc within 
th2 compaſs of the Walls of Sion, co praiſe the Lord ) the 18. werſe 
ſfaciently evidences. If we take a View of the troubles of it, we 
ſhall 7:nd 1 ſo full of Terrors, that well may Jeremy cry ouc of it, Alas 
fer i':at day zs Great, ſo that noze ts like it, ut 1s even the time of Jacobs 
Trouble, This DAY: 
It's the Day wherein Cod hides hzs ſace from his Choſen, and ſeems 
(though he be a God nearing Prayer) to be deaf unto his cry : umply- 
ed in the L.anJ 2. verſes, Ir's the day of Gods Ind:gration aid Wrath; 
wherein the Lord in Wrath caſts him down, who formerly in Mercy a/id 
Loving-kindaeſs he had lifted up, ( verſe 10. ) And the wrath of God 
waxeth ſo hot againſt this Aflicted,that it burns bis Boxes as an hearth, 
and by it his dates ere conſumed like Smoke, ( ver. 3, ) The ſtrokes of 
Gods 


Gods wrath are ſuch , that they make him groan ſorely, and weep with 
abitter weeping, (verl.5.9. ) to the withering and breakzng of his heart, 
verl. 4. 

I: deprives him of all his Outward Comforts, drives him into the 
Wilderneſſe, into the Deſarts ( implyed in the 9. and6, verſes ) and as 
to his friends and acquaintance, he 1s quite become Deſolate, left 
alone,forfaken of all (1mplyed in the 6.and 7, verſes)And add to this, 
the Reproaches of the enemy { ver, 8, ) which is a very ſore affliction. 

It's a Day wherein enemies not only Reproach , but are Mad 
againſt the Aﬀfitted, through batred and malice , having loſt the right 
uſe of their reaſon , they become Mad againſt him; and thele are 
Sworn againſt him,to the taking away his lite,(v.8.comp.with v. 20.) 
It's a Day of the Groamng of Priſoners, a Day wherein Priſons are 


filled with the Aﬀicted, ver/. 20, 

It's a Day wherein ſome of the Aﬀicted are Appornted to Death ; 
or become the Children of Death, (as the margent of ſome Bibles hath 
it,ver, 20,) Yea, It's the Day, wherein $19 ſhall become fo Deſolate, 
that her Buildings, ( her Aſſemblies and Socieries)ſhall be broken to 
Peices . hex Stones ſcattered here and there ; and her Cement Crambled 
to duft, ( this is ſtrongly implyed , verſ, 14. ) of all her Buildings, 
there's only the Sroxes and the Deſt left, 

Apreeable to this, is that of Iſaiah, ( 1ſa- 1, 2, and 4+ verſes ) ſpeaking ro the City 
where David dwelt,(that City which the Lord did Chuſe out of all the Tribes of Iſrae!, 
r0 put bis Name there,1 Kings 14+21,)A Profefiing People that Ki/fSacrificesare full 
of Right Outward Perſormances,in matters of worſhip(which yer the Lord hared,they 
were a trouble ro him, and he was weary 10 bear them , becauſe of their Pollution in 
Morrals z as the complaint is' throughout the firſt Chapter )ver (faith God.) 1 will D7- 
fireſs Ariel, and there ſhall be Heavinels and Sorrow; and it ſhal/be unto me, as Ariel. 
And thou ſhalt be brought down,and ſhall ſpeak out of the Groundzand thy ſpeech ſhall be 
low out of the Duſt, and thy woice fhall be as of one that hath a familiar Fpirit, out of 
the Groundiand thy ſpeech ſhall whiſper out of the Daſh. This Ciry is broughrinto this 
State of Heavineſs and Sorrow, of Lowneſs and Diſtreſs , by realon of her Hypocrifie 
( complainned of vzr/. 13.) bur immediately before the Day of her viſiration,wherein 
the Lord will tarn his hand upon her Enemies, that fight againſt, and Dzſtreſs her; 
an3Deſftroying them Deljwver her ; by his Thunder and Earth qguakes, and great Noiſe , 
with Storm, and Tempeſt, and the flame of Devouriug Fire. Thus much ſurely, the 6, 
7, and 8, verſes,tell us 3 How far this may , or doth concerne tts, 7 leave it ro ſeri- 
ous Conſideration, 

Laſtly, It's the Day wherein the AfiiFedare (in this ſad Deſolate condition) quite 
Deſtitute of any help,from any under Heaven ; implyed in the 17. verſe. 

Yet, This the Time ! the ſet Time ! for God to Ariſe, and ro have Mercy upon 
Sion : For by this Time, Sion is ſo Purged an4 Purifiedghar fhe can offer up an 0/7 e- 
ring of Righteouſneſs, which is Pleaſant unto the Lord , as Malachy ſpeaks 3 ſhe is 
enabled ro Pray luch a Freyer,as the Lord will Reward, and not deſpiſe ; and hear- 
ing her cry, he Ariſesto have Mercy upon Sion, he appears 1n his Glory and Saves 


her out of all her Troubles ; ſo that the Heathens fear che Name of the Lord » ol 
an ; the 
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the Kings ofthe Earth his Glory, 1s, 16,17. verſes: So that as the Sinof Faceb 
may ſometimes be ſo Circumſtantiared, that it engages the Lord for his Glories ſake, 
(not ro paſs it by, but) ro Deal with him in wrath and D-ſpleaſure 3 and as the ſfub + 
borneſs of Face) in his Sin, way ſometimes make his Affiftion Long and Great 3 .So 
when the Affiition harh wrought irs deferred Efe#, humbled bim, and brought him ro 
Gods oor 3” though ir bring him never ſo /ow, (and make him never ſo deſtitute) e- 
'ven ro the Duſt (that ro the Eye of Reaton, he can never riſe again ) yer then is the 


ATime for God to ariſe, and to have Mercy upon his Choten. The Lord having bro- 


ken the Impure Buildings of Sion, and ſeparred the yrecious flonzr from the Vile , and 
Winnowed its Duſt, by the rough wind of his fury, from the defling attoms among it ; 
now is the Set Time come, for God to ariſe tro have Mercy upon Sion» and hear their 
cry,and the groanings of the Priſoners , and ro loſe thoſe that are appointed to death; 
now will the Lord appear in his G:ory ro Build up Sion ; for,this is that State of Si- 
on, which the ſervants of the Lord will rake Pleaſure in, and Favour. 

Such is Gods Love to Jacoby that when he !eems ro Caſt him off in wrath and 
diſpleafure,jhiding his face from him ; yet then;he Chuſes him ares as it were : 
1 have chojen thee in the Furnace of Afflition , when the fire of atflitian hath Reh- 
ned | acob,(burnt up his Droffe and his Tin) then (in this refining furnace) the Lord 
Chuſes him to be his. For mine own ſake, cucn for my own ſake, will 1 ds it; for 
how ſhould my Name be polluted? and 1 will net givemy Glory unt9 another, As the 
Lard will nor Save nor Delivcy Fac0b, but at ſuch a Timezand in ſuch a Way,wherein 
he way fave his Glory too; ſohis Glory is as much, ( and more ) engaped ro Save 
and Exalt Jacob, as ever it was to Affiie him, and caſt him down ; 1 will nat give 
my Glory to — my name (whi.h is called upon by thee )to be polluted ; 
therefore will 7 not ſuffer thee ro be cut off, but chuſe thee in this thy Low Eſftate,De- 
liver thee and jave thee, Iſz- 48.5,10,11. compared with the 14. verſe. 

Whcretore, ſeeing we have ſuch evidences of the Love of God, in all his diſpen- 
\.rions rowards his Jacob ; ler u- rot be diſconraged » lernor our Spirits droop, and 
fiint under our Burdens ; bur let #5 /ay aſide every Weight, and the fin that doth ſo ea- 
fily beſet us, and let us run with patience the Race (of ſuffering) that is ſet before 
us, looking unto Jeſu; the author'and finiſher of our faith, who for the Foy that was 
ſet befere himgendured the Creſſe,d:ſpiſing the ſhame,and is ſet dewn at the ight hand 
of the Throne of God. E 

For the Day of Deliverance 75 at hand, nothing hinders ir bur our own Sin, 
The Lord is fully ready prepared to ſaveFacobyro deliver the Caprives of the M ghty, 
and the Prey of the Terriblezro contend with him, that now contends with thee, and 
Savethy Children ( !ſa- 49.
